Eruption of Ml. Ifecla, $• Earthquake 


Shocks.—A letter from Copenhagen of 
Sept. 21st, has the following intelligence: 


"We have just received news from 


Iceland to the 18th, and from theFerroe 
Islands to the 2oth ult. 
Never in the 


memory of man has there been a more 
disagreeable summer than the present. 
Torrents of rain and storms succeeded 
each other without intermission. 
The 


measles and the dysentery carried offal- 
most one-fourth of the inhabitants, espe- 
cially on the coasts, which caused the 
cultivation of the land to be paralized, 
and the fishery, which would- have oth- 
erwise been most abundant, to be neg- 
lected. 
The bad weather prevented the 


Danish, German, French, Belgian, and 
English savans from pursuing their re- 
searches into the state of Mount Hecla, 
but they have decided on passing the 
winter in Iceland, in order to profit by 
the dry and cold weather to carry on 
iheir investigations.
